Dismissal From Publicity; 
Firm. | 


A claim for $516.10 by Harry 
Arthur Love, an American, against’ 
the United Publicity and ‘Advertis- 
ing Co, was heard this afternoon 
before the Puisne Judge, Mr, Jus- 
tice Wood. , 

The plaintiff’s claim originates 
from unpaid salary, amounting to 
$105 from September 15 to Octo-

The record of the City of London 
Police force is the envy of all 
others.
